ENDS THREE DAY HEARING 



Marks on Ihc Body of (he Dead Womnn 

Witnesses Testified Was Caused by 

Pike Pole in Rescuing Body * 



^ The grand jury of Lalte county exon- 
^ crated Dr. Harry R. Risinger, a Chica- 
go dentist, from ali blame for the 
drowning of his wife, Mrs. Winifred 
Porter Risinger, in Round Lalce on the 
night of Sept, 8. This conclusion was 
reached Wednesday after three days of 
careful investigation, ' 

Mr. and Mrs. Risinger had gone to 
the lake to spend the week end. It 
was iheir original intention to return 
home Sunday night. Mrs. Risinger, 
however, changed her mind and post- 
poned the homecomkig until Monday. 
After dinner they went for.a row. Some 
time later George Renahan and othera 
heard the dentist shout for help. R{£- 
'^ , inger was found clinging to the upturn- 
ed boat. Mrs. Risinger had disappear- 
ed. Her body was recovered the next 
day, 

A coroner's jury returned a verdict 
of accidental death, but neighbors be- 
^an to talk. Finally the stories reach- 
; ed State's Attorney Dady, and he made 
an investigation which satisfied him a 
thq time. Later a brother of the dead 
woman J. Verne Porter of Watertown, 
N. y., insisted on a grand jury investi- 
gation. 

The neighbors asserted that Dr. Ris- 
inger had been showing attentions to 
Miss Caroline Kelly, who with her 
brother, W. T. Kelly, roomed with the 
Risingeni at 6111 Kfmbark avenue. I 
connection with this story certain wit- 
nesses testifled that the body of Mrs. 
Risinger showed marks of violence. The 
inquisitors, however, became skeptical 
when George E. Strang of Grayslake, 
the undertaker who embalmed the body 
and Deputy Coroner Conrad, testified 
that there was but one wound and that 
it was caused by the pikepole used in 
recovering the body. 

Mr. and Mra. George Renehan, own* 
er of the hotel where the Rislngtirs 
stopped, testin^id that the boat ride was 
taken at the suggestion of Mrs. RIs- 
^ inger and that it was she who postpon 
ed their home coming from Sunday to 
Monday. 

It was after these discrepancies in 
statements that the grand jury decid- 
ed to hear witnesses In Dr. Riainger's 
behalf. They appeared Wednesday. 
Among them were Dr. Oscar D. Wha- 
len, Dr. Victor H. Fuqua, Dr. Ira H. 
Risinger and Miss Kelly, The young 
woman was the lost witness and the 
grand jurors dismissed her In a few 
minutes, fully convinced that the sus- 
picion was unfounded.

NEW LAW f OR ATTORNEY 

New State Law 'Covering Stale AUome>'a 
Salary 

After the firat Monday in Decemter, 
December 2d, the office of state's at- 
attorney will be on a salary basis and 
the county will be obliKed to pay the 
$5,000 a year fixed by the state legisla- 
ture on the Incumbent It is also pro- 
vided by law that the county board 
shall fix the amount they see fit for as- 
aistants of the attorney. 

Heretofore this has been a fee office 
and It is said that the official has been 
earning from $4,000 to $6,000 a year 
during the last four years of his incumb- 
ency. From this amount he has been 
pay his assistant, who has been Eugene 
Runyard, Under the new order of the 
office all of the money is to be paid Into 
the treasury and salaries paid as to 
other county employees. That the of- 
fice will be more than self-sustaining Is 
asserted by all who are conversant 
with it The remainder of the fees are 
to go to the county school fund after all 
of the expenses of the office are paid. 

It is generally conceded that Mr. 
Riinvard will be the assie^nt next 
term. The fees and salaries committee 
of the 'board of supervisors evidently 
overlooked the matter when it made re- 
port to the board'at the September 
meeting. As the salary of the official 
Is fixed there will be no difficulty In ad- 
justing the matter. 

CORN PRODUCTS CO. 
LIABLE UNDER 
COMPENSATION ACT 

Because of the provisions of the new 
workmen's. compensation act, the Corn 
Products Refining company of Wauke- 
gan must pay out several thousand dol- 
lars to survivors of tho dead and to in- 
jured employes. 

The explosion in tho company's plant 
last week caused- tho greatest teat to 
which tho statute, which went intoef- 
feet last May has been put 

The record^ in the office of David 
Ross, secretary of the state -bureau of 
laljor statistics, show that the Wauke- 
gah company decided to accept the pro- 
Visions of the law. It has had several 
accidents since May and has paid the 
injured promptly. 

The recoirds show also that the com- 
pony carries Its own risk, in preference 
to holding a policy In a liability insur- 
ance concern. ^

ody Recovered so Badly Charred 
t There Was Not One DisUnguish- 
Ing Feature or Mark of Identification 



The search tor dead bodies in the 
ruins of the dry starch house at the 
Corn Products Refining company at 
Waukegan ended on Saturday morning 
when spades of workmen brought to 
liijht the charred and unrecognized body 
of the eleventh and last victim. The 
ghastly discovery was made at 8:30. 

Although the body was so badly 
charred that there was not one dis- 
tinguishing feature or mark of identifi- 
cation it is believed to be the remains 
of John Kyprlchuck, 601 Market atreet, 
an unmarried Russian. The only rea- 
son for this belief is that the body was 
found in about the location that Ky- 
prlchuck was known to have been there 
before the explosion. 

According to Charles Ebert, superin- 
tendent of the Qom Products plant, 
there is no longer any need of continu- 
ing the search. 

; "The finding of the eleventh body 
Saturday morning completes the list," 
he declared. "We have checked up 
very carefully and the number of bodies 
fpund,^ together. .with those.taken.to 
the hospital coincides extctly with the 
number we had on our pay roll." 

Mr. Eberc is so pcsitively that the 
lasVbody has now been taken from TKe 
ruins that he sayi» it would do no good 
to continue the search.. The workmen 
who have been engaged in the search 
w|re taken from the job as soon as the 
last body was found. 

The death of three more victims at 
the Jane McAlfster hospital has swell- 
ed the death list from the refinery blast 
to fourteen. 



RATE REMAINS IN EFFECT 

December 1 Is the Dale Fixed for Delin- 
quents lo Get Back in Fold 

Rock Island, III., Nov. :iO,— It was 
officially announced by the Modern 
Woodmen of America today that pend- 
ing the final disposition of the rate 
question In the lai t court of appeals, 
the old rates of the society will obtain 
and that ,no more policies under the 
new rate will be issued. 

The decree from Judge Shirley in the 
Circuit court of Sangamon county, re- 
straining tho society from doing busi- 
ness under the new rate plan, made it 
necessary that the old rates be applied. 

The problem which now confronts the 
society is the status of the 200,000 
members who have left the order in 
protest to the new rates as adopted by 
the head camp at Chicago. Under the 
special dispensation they have until 
Dec. 10 to get back into the order with- 
out being counted as lapsed members. 
Those who have failed to take advan- 
tage of this may be out of the society. 
On the other hand, there are 150,000 
who have either joined the society since 
the new rate plan was adopted or who 
had their policies transferred from the 
old to the new schedule. What Is to 
be done with their policies and rate^ is 
another problem. 

The head officers assure the members 
that, pending the final settlement of 
the controversy, ^an equitable rate will 
prevail for all these members of uncer- 
tain status and no further effort will be 
made to force the collection of the new 
rates until its legality is finally decided 
upon in the Supreme court

Sunday, night about midnight the 
North Chicago fire department made a 
run to the Crabtree Dairy Farm near 
Lake Bluff. A call for assistance was 
sent In to the dopartment at Waukegan 
to help extinguish a blaze in the dwell- 
ing house located on the farm, and a 
remarkable quick trip was made to the 
scene by the department. 

The house is being remodeled and 
was newly plastered and salamanders 
were used to dry the plaster. One of 
these salamanders was set too close to 
the wall and the woodwork took fire.

ABOLISH COMMISSIONER 

The New Law Places Roads Under State 
Supervision 

Abalishment of the present system 
of township road commissions and the 
placing in the hands of the state gen- 
eral supervision of the construction and 
maintenance of the public highways of 
the state are the principal provisions 
emboided in a draft of a bill which will 
be'presehted'to the forty-eighth general' 
assembly. 

The proposed bill provides for a state 
highway engineer who will have some I 
suspicion over county engineers, to be 
elected or appointed in each county. 
The number of highway commissioners 
in each township will be reduced to one 
from three, and the commissioner will 
have supervison only over dirt roads. 
He will work under the direction of the 
county engineer who, in turn, will be 
under the direction of the state engi- 
neer. Stote aid of public highways 
will obtained through the automobile 
fund.. 

Through an error in the bill passed by 
the last assembly, it has not been 
possible to legally spend any of the 
money drived from automobile liceness, 
and there is now more than half a mill- 
ion dollors lying ildle In this fund which 
will go ultimately toward improvement 
of the highways of the state.

After being chased for over a mile in 
which a fusillade of revolver shots 
were fired at them, five young men all 
giving Milwaukee as their address, 
were arrested atRondout Sunday after- 
noon on a charge of having broken into 
a freight car. damaging the contents 
to the extent of overa thousand dollars. 
The arrests were made by John Cowan» 
general inspector of the Chicago, Mil- 
wnukee & St Paul railroad, and Tho!». 
Morrison, local yard watchman at Rond- 
out. The young men were brougnt to 
Waukegan and locked up in the county 
jail. All gave their age as nmeteen. 

They were arraigned before Police- 
Magistrate Taylor and gave theirnames 
as follows: Stanley Hart, John Pullar. 
John Szymanaskeyi, Walter Clan and 
Vincent Roalaz. ^■ 

All plead guilty to the charge and 
were bound over to the grand jury in 
bonds of $1,000 each. They were xk^ 
manded to the county jnil to await the 
action of the grand jury which went 
into session Monday. 

According to Mr, Cowan, who had 
been detailea to arrest the thieves who 
have been breaking Into the cars for 
the last year or two, and who had been 
working on the case for the last six 
weeks, the young men early Sunday 
morning broke into a freight car in the 
SL Paul yards at Rondout and broke 
open practically every box of merchan* 
dise in the car. The contents of many 
of the boxes were ruined. 

Finally they came across a box of 
cartridges and taking about three hun* 
dred which they stuffed Into their 
pockets, they hid near the station tof 
the Chicago & Milwaukee Electric, evi- 
dently intending to wait until they could 
steal a ride back to Milwaukee. 

Hunger overcame their prudence and 
one of the young men went to a nearby 
grpcery store to purchase a quantity of 
cheese and crackers. The detectives 
were in the vicinity and the bulging 
pockets of the young man oroused their 
suspicions. 

They orave chase and the young fel- 
low took to his heels. His companions 
saw the ofiicers and also made a break 
to get away. A number of shots were 
fired after them but this seemed to 
spur them on to run even faster. At . 
last after a chase of more than a mile 
the ofliicers proved themselves to be the 
better runners and ran the boys down. 
Mr. Cowan says he is convinced that 
one of them had a revolver but thinks 
he must have thrown it away while the 
chase was going on. 

•'The Chicago. Milwaukee &. St. Paul 
road has a large number of men engag-* 
ed in seeking these car thieves and if It 
proves that the number Is not Sufllclent 
more men will be employed," Mr» 
Cowan said. * 'The road is determined 
to break up the thefts and these young 
men who have been in the habit of 
breaking into cars may just as well 
find it out now as any other time. 

A number of the robberies takes 
place while the cars are in tho yard at 
Rondout. For this reason three addi- 
tional watchmen are to bo employed to 
Icok after the company's interests at 
that place. We are going to work on 
the case until every theft Is stopped,"

^ by Justice Day Says the Sherman 
,'- Anti-Trust Law Was Vlo- 
lalod by Combine. 



' Washington, Doc. 4. — The Supremo 
■icourt hold Monday, In an oplnloa an- 
kioiincod by Juatlco Day, that iho 
pnlon Paciflc Railroad company, by 
kho acquisition of stock In the South- 
iem Paciflc. had effected a comblna- 
JUon In violation of tho Sbcrman anti- 
trust law. In announcing tho opinion 
JuHtlco Day said In part: 

"Tho court reaches tho conclusion 
tlmt Uie Union Paciflc and Southern 
Pacific Rystoms prior to tho stock pur- 
cbaso were competitors engngod In 
Interstate commcrco acting ludepen- 
Gently OS to a large amount of such 
icarrj'lng trado, and that slnco tho ac- 
fQuiHitlon of tho stock Jn question the 
fUomlnating power of tho Union Pa- 
jclflc has suppreasod competition be- 
twoon the systems and has effected a 
Icomblnatlon In restraint of interstato 
fconimerco within tho prohibition of 
}tho act. 

"In order to enforce tho statutes tho 
pourt is required to forbid tho doing 
tn tho future of acts Uko thoso which 
jarc found to have boon done In viola- 
ff.Ion thereof and to enter a decree 
which win effectually dissolve the 
fcomblno found to exist In violation of 
|tho fitatutee." 

■ Th« following statement was Issued 
py Attorney General Wickeraham on 
|tho Union Paciflc merger decision: 

"Tho court's decision practically 
EOparntes tho ownership of tho South- 
isrn Paciflc from the "Union Paciflc 
[With the possible exception of the 
JeitcnKlon from Ogden, Utah, to San 
tFrancIsco, as to which there Is a sug- 
jgestion for an argument."

(TRIPLE ALLIANCE RENEWED 

.Germany Holds Herself In Readiness 

to Aid Her Allies, Says Both- 
I mann-Hollweg. 

Berlin, Dec. 4. — The triple alllanco, 
tho coalition of Germany, Austria and 
Italy, was renewed here Monday for a 
period of threo years. Tho statement, 
which was made ofllclally. Is regard- 
ed as especially slgnlQcant In the 
light of tho present disturbed condi- 
tions In Europe, growing out of tho 
Balkan war. 

Berlin, Gorraany, Doc. 4. — Imperial 
Chancellor Bethmann-HoMweg ut- 
tered a plain warning Monday to Rus- 
sia that if hostilities should arlso 
out of tho Austro-Servian dllllcuUiea 
Germany would draw her sword to 
assist her allies. 

Tho Imperial chancellor made this 
declaration in a speech In tho relchs- 
tag discussing the Balkan situation. 
^e said: 

"When our allies, Austria-Hungary 
and Italy, In maintaining their Inter- 
cats aro attacked— although this is 
not tho present prospect — by a third 
party, and thereby threatened In their 
exlatenco, then we, faithful to our 
compacts, will take tholr part firmly 
and decisively. Then we shall flght 
Bide by aide with our allies for tho 
xualntenanco of our own position in 
Europo and In dofenso of tho secur- 
ity and future of our own fatherland. 
I am convinced that wo have tbo 
wbolo nation behind ub In such a 
policy."

BOTH HOUSES CONVENE 



MEMBERS OF CONGRESS MEET 
FOR FINAL OF 62D SESSION. 



Appropriation Measures Make Up Bulk 

of* Program — Little Conatructlvo 

Legislation Will Be Attempted. 



Washington, Doc. 3. — The house and 
senate both convened at noon Monday 
for tho final sesalon of tho sixty-sec- 
ond congress. They will remain at 
work for about two weeks, and then 
adjourn for tho holidays. Returning to 
Washington early In January, the law* 
makers will resume their labors, 
which will como to an end March 4th 
with tho inauguration of Mr. WHson 
as president. 

Two of tho annual budgets aro now 
readj" — the legislative, executive and 
Judicial appropriation bill and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia bill. These, possibly, 
will ho passed by tho house and sent 
over to tho senate boforo the Christ- 
mas adjournment. Tho naval, mili- 
tary, postofllco, Indian, fortlflcatlons, 
diplomatic, pensions and minor bud- 
gets must be passed In January and 
February. 

It Is apparent to experienced mem- 
bers that such big questions as the 
tariff, tho trusts and tho currency 
problem cannot bo tackled In the 
days intervening between December 2 
and March 4. Congress will bo forced 
to appropriate at tho rate of about 
$12,500,000 per day In order to meet 
the running oxpenBoa of tho United 
States government during tho fiscal 
year 1913, 

It Is anticipated that the house com- 
mittee on banking and currency will 
continue its Investigation of tho 
"money trust" and may make a tenta- 
tive draft of bills to amend the cur- 
rency laws. 

Tho ways and moans committee will 
plug ahead In Its preparation of bills 
revising tho Payne-Aldrlch tariff law. 
but none of theso measures will bo 
brought out until tho beginning of tho 
sixty-third congress, which will bo con- 
vened In extraordinary session about 
April 15th. 

The Judiciary commltteo of tho 
houBo will be largely concerned ^wlth 
the Impeachment proceedings against 
Judge Robert W. Archbald of tho 
commerce court, which are now pend- 
ing before the senate and will be tak- 
en up very soon.*

ALLIES TAKE 9,000 TURKS 



Fierce Battle Rages Before Ottoman 
Troops Lay Down Arms to Victori- 
ous Bulgarians — Europe la Uneasy 
Over Crisis. 



London, Doc. 3. — Wlillo tho an- 
nouncomcnt of the postponement of 
tho signing of tho two weeks' armis- 
tice at Constantinople comes as a sur- 
prise, it Is generally beliavcd that tho 
outlook for peaco Is still bright. 

Despite tho tenacity with which the 
Turkish representatives at Ragtcho 
have Insisted on the retention of Scu- 
tari and Adrianople as Turkish terri- 
tory, there can he but little doubt that 
both sides will welcome a cessation 
of hostUItloB on any honorable basis. 

Constantinople, Dec. 2.— A formal 
armistice for a fortnight is now with- 
in sight, according to an offlclal an- 
nouncement "The pourparlers at 
Baghtcho are proceeding in a aatls- 
factory manner, and there Is reason 
to hope nn armistice may he signed 
In a day or two," the announcement 
said. 

London. Dec. 2. — Active war meas- 
ures by Germany, Austria, Roumania 
and Servia are proceeding after an 
apparent lull of two days, and tho con- 
flict which tho European chancello- 
ries have been trying to avert Is no 
longer a possibility, but a probabil- 
ity. 

Meanwhile tho Dulgar-Turklsh con- 
flict on the Tchatalja lines has been 
resumed with renewed fury. Tho Bul- 
garians have enveloped two entire 
Turkish divisions near the village of 
Marhamll, between Dodaghatch and 
Domotica, and captured the entire 
force, consisting of almost ten thou- 
sand men, Including two generala 
and 300 ofllcers. Eight mountain 
guns, one thousand horses and great 
quantities of munitions were also ta- 
ken. 

. Roumania. acting In concert with 
Austria, and jealous of tho rise of 
Bulgaria's power. Is concentrating her 
troops on tho Russian frontier with 
nil possible dispatch, A general mobili- 
zation order haa been issued, accord- 
ing to advices from Bucharest. 
, Eight thousand German reservists 
were ordered to bo ready to Join tho 
colors. ' 

The Russian ministers are enerRetl- 
cally pushing their war plans. Mob- 
ilized on the frontier. In tho vicinity 
of tho points of centralization of the 
Austrian forces, are 60,000 Russian 
troops, ready for instant duty in the 
fleld. 

Albania, having proclaimed her In- 
dependence, has asked Austria's aid 
in repelling tho Servian occupation 
This action very plainly pleased Italy, 
which country may yet bo drawn into 
the imbroglio. 

The Servian government, in view 
of the hard flghting done by the Serv- 
ian troops against the Turks, la show- 
ing amazing alacrity In mobilizing 
formidable forces and rushing them 
to the chief objective points. 

The Austrian premier announced the 
speedy Introduction of at least three 
measures providing for mobilization 
requirements, 

Tho Bulgarians have been steadily 
advancing on Adrianople, and now 
their most advanced linos are within 
1,100 yards of the inner city.

Broken Rail Causes Tragedy on Cin- 
cinnati Express Near Phil- 
adelphia. ' 

Philadelphia, Nov. 30.— Tho Cincin- 
nati cxpresB on the PotinBylvania rail- 
road was derailed at Gl^cnloch. twen- 
ty-flvo miles from this city, Thursday. 
Four persons were killed and fifty In- 
jured, some of them fatally. In the 
crash. ' 

Tho train, a double-header, was run- 
ning at tho rate of fifty miles nn hour 
when the accident occurred. Derallod, 
It Is believed, by a broken rail, one 
day coach and three Pullmans, all of 
steel construction, rolled down an em- 
bankment, upon a string of coal cars 
standing at a lower lovcl upon a 
parallel track.

— President- 
elect Wilson's announcement that ho 
will take tho oath of office on March 
4 and postpone the Inaugural core- 
monloa until the Inat Thuradoy In 
April wna received here Sunday v-ith 
satisfaction 

Tho effect of tho announcement will 
bo to cause congress to give earnest 
consideration to and perhaps to pass 
the bill omending tho Constitution bo 
as to fix April aa tho date of the be- 
ginning of a now administration. 

Poatponomcnt of the Inaugural data 
Is urged mainly to obtain a reaaon- 
able certainty that pleasant weather 
will bo assured.

Wltnesaes of tho tragedy say 
Frayne's iTarachuto opened success- 
fully, and It is believed his fall was 
due to hla failure to place hIa handa 
In the safety wristleja. the momentary 
halting of descent upon tho opening 
of the parachute hurling him from hia 
Beat 

Frayne's home was at Lowell, Maaa. 
He was twenty-five years old.

Reorganlxatlon Hat Dono 'Much to In* 
croaae lU Efficiency — Adjuitmcnt 
of tho Srallng and Fliherlea Dia- 
putea — jntereati of United 8tatea 
In the Near and Far Eatt. 
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"Waahington, Doc. 3. — PrealdontTaft 
flubmltted to congrosa today tho llrst 
of Bovcral mcBBagcs. It was dovotcd 
to our foreign relations and In part 
yraa as followa: 

To tho Senate and Houbo of Ropro' 
aentativea: Tho foreign roldtlona of 
tho United Stntea actually and poten- 
tially affect tho elate of tho Union to 
a degree not widely realized and hard- 
ly BurpoBsed by any other factor In 
the welfare of tho whole nation. The 
poBltlon of tho United States in the 
moral, Intellectual, and material rela- 
tions of tho family of nations should 
be a matter of vital Intorost to evel*y 
patriotic citizen. Tho national pros- 
porlty and power Imposo upon us du- 
ties which wo can not shirk If wo aro 
to bo truo to our'ldeals. Tho tremen- 
dous growth of the export trado of tho 
United States has already 'made that 
trado a very real factor In the Indus- 
trial and commercial prosperity of the 
country. With tho development of our 
Industries tho foreign commerce of 
tho United States must rapidly lie- 
como a still, more essential factor In 
Us economic welfare. Whether wo 
have a far-scelng and wiso diplomacy 
and are not recklessly plunged Into 
unnecesary wars, and whether our for- 
eign poIlcleB are based upon an intel- 
ligent grasp of present-day world con- 
ditions and a clear view of tho poten- 
tialities of the future, or are governed 
by a temporary and timid expediency 
or by narrow views boflttlng an In- 
fant nation, are questions in the al- 
ternative conBlderatlon of which must 
convince any thoughtful citizen that 
no department of national polity o'f- 
fers greater opportunity for promoting 
tho interests of tho wholo pcoplo on 
tho ono hand, or greater chance on 
tho other of permanept^atlonal In- 
jury, than that which deals, with tho 
foreign relations of tho United States. 
The fundamental foreign policies of 
the United States should bo ralBod 
high above the conflict of partisan- 
ship and wholly dissociated from dif- 
ferences as to domestic policy. In its 
foreign affairs tho 'United States 
ahould present to tho world a united 
front Tho Intellectual, financial and 
Industrial Interests of the country and 
tho publicist, tho wage earner, the 
farmer, and citizen of whatever occu- 
pation must corporate In a spirit of 
high patriotism to promoto that na- 
tional solidarity which is indispensable 
to national ofllclency and to tho at- 
tainment of national Ideals. 

The relations of the United States 
with all foreign powers remain upon 
a sound basis of peace, harmony and 
friendship. A greater Insistence upon 
Justice to American citizens om inter- 
ests wherever it may have bcen:.do- 
nlod and a stronger emphasis of tho 
need of mutuality In commercial and 
other relations have only served to 
strengthen ^our friendships with for- 
eign countries by placing those friend- 
ahlpa upon a Arm foundation of reali- 
ties as well as aspirations. 

Before briefly reviewing the more 
Important events of tho last year In 
our foreign relations, which it Is my 
duty to do as chafed with their con- 
duct and because dlplomatlo affairs 
ore not of a nature to mako it ap- 
propriate that the secretary of stato' 
make a formal annual report, I desire 
to touch upon Bomo of the essentials 
to the safe monagoment of the for- 
eign relations of the United States 
and to endeavor, also, to define clearly 
certain concrete policies which' are 
tho logical modem* corrollarles of the 
undisputed and traditional fundamen- 
tals of the foreign policy of the 
United States. 

Reorganization of tho State Depart- 
ment. 
At tho beginning of the present ad- 
ministration the United States, having 
fully entered upon Its position as a 
world power, with the fesponalbtlltles 
thrust' upon It by the result^ of the 
Span Ish'Amerl can war, and already en- 
gaged In laying the groundwork of a 
vait foreign trado upon which 'It 
ahould one day become more and 
more depondont, found Itself without 
thd machinery for giving thorough at- 
tentloa to, and taking effective action 
upon, A mass of Intricate busineisa 
vital to American Interests In oyery' 
country lu the woVld. 

Tho department of state was an 
arohalo and Inadequate machine laok- 
^ tag most of tho attributes of the foi^ 
elgn ofllce of any great modern power. 
With an appropriation made upon my 
recommendation by the congress on 
August 6, 1900, tho department ' of 
Htata was completely reorganized. 



There were created divisions of Latin- 
American afrolrn and of far eastern, 
near eastern, and western European 
affairs. To tlfbse divisions were called 
from^ the foreign service dlplomatlo 
and consular ofllcors possossfng expe- 
rience and knowledge gained by act- 
ual service In dlfforont parts of the 
world and thus familiar with political 
and commercial conditions In the ro- 
glona concerned. The work was high- 
ly specialized. The result is that 
whore previously this government 
from tlmo to time would emphasize In 
Its foreign relations ono or another 
policy, now American interests In ev- 
ery quarter of the globe are being 
cultivated with equal assiduity. 
Merit System In Consular and Dlplo- 
matlo Corpai 
Expert knowledge and professional 
training must evidently bo the essence 
of this reorganization. Without a 
trained foreign servlco thcVe would 
not bo men available for tho work In 
tho reorganized department of state. 
President Cleveland has taken tho 
first stop toward Introducing tho 
merit system In tho foreign service. 
That had been followed by tho appli- 
cation of tho merit principle, with ex- 
cellent results, to tho entire consular 
branch. Almost nothing, however, had 
been dono In this direction with regard 
to the diplomatic service. In this age 
of commercial diplomacy it was evi- 
dently of tho flrst Importance to train 
an adequate personnel In that branch 
of tho service. Therefore, on Novem- 
ber 2G, 1009, by' an executive order I 
placed tho diplomatic Borvlco up to 
tho grade of secretary of embassy, In-, 
elusive, upon exactly the same strict 
non-partisan basis of the merit eys- 
tem. rigid examination for appoint- 
ment and promotion only for efll- 
clency. aa had been maintained without 
exception in the consular servlco. 
Statistics as'^to Merit and Nonpartlcan 
Character of Appointments, 
liow faithful to the merit system 
and how nonpartisan has been tho con- 
duct of the diplomatic and consular 
services In tho last four years may be 
Judged from tho following: Three 
ambassadors now serving held their 
present rank at tho beginning of the 
administration. Of the ten ambassa- 
dors whom I have appointed, flvo were 
by promotion from the rank of min- 
ister. Nino ministers now serving 
held their present rank at the begin- 
ning of the administration.. Of the 
thirty ministers whom I have appoint- 
ed, eleven were promoted from the 
lower grades of the foreign eervico or 
from the department of state. Of tho 
nineteen missions In Latin America, 
where our relations aro cloae and our 
interest is great, fifteen chiefs of mis- 
sion are servlco men. .three having 
entered the service during this admin- 
istration. Tho thirty-aeven secreta- 
ries of embaBsy Br legation who have 
received their Initial appointments 
after passing successfully the required 
examination were chosen for ascer- 
tained fitness, without regard to po- 
litical aflUlatlons. A dearth of candi- 
dates* from Bouthern and western 
states has alone made It Impossible 
thus far completely to equaJlze all 
tho states* representations In the for- 
eign service. In the effort to equalize 
tho representation of tho various 
states In the consular servlco I havo 
made sixteen of the twenty-nine new 
appointments as consul which have 
occurred during my administration 
from tho southern states. This Is G5 
per cent Every other consular ap- 
pointment made, Including the promo- 
tion of eleven young men from the 
consular assistant and student inter- 
preter corps, has been by promotion or 
transfer, based solely upon efllcioncy 
sho^vn In the service. 

In order to nssuro to the 'business 
and other Interests of tho United 
States a continuance of tho resulting 
benefits of thla reform, I earnestly re- 
new my previous recommendations of 
legislation making It permanent along^ 
some Buch lines as those of tho meas- 
ure now pending In congress. 
Larger Provision for Embasalea and 
Legatlona and for Other Expensea 
of Our Foreign Reprceonta- 
tlvea Recommended. 
In connection with legislation for 
the amelioration of the foreign serv- 
ice, I wish to Invito attention to the 
advisability of placing the salary ap- 
propriations upon a better basals. I 
believe that the best results would 
be obtained by nmodera^o scalo of 
salaries, wlt^i adequate funds for the 
expenses of proper representation, 
based In each case upon tho scale and 
cost of living at each post, controlled 
by a system of accounting, and un- 
der the general direction of tho de- 
partment of fitato. 

In lino with the object which I have 
Bought of placing our foreign service 
on a basis of permanency, I have at 
various times advocated provision by 
congress for the acquisition of govern- 
ment-owned buildings for tho resi- 
dence and ofllces of our dlplomatlo of- 
ficera, BO as to place thohi more near- 
ly on on equality with similar oQlcers 
of other nations and to do away with 
the discrimination which otherwise 
must necessarily bo made. In somo 
oaaea, In' favor of men having largo 
private fortunes. The act of congress 
which I approved on February 17, 1911, 
was a rlgh^ stop In this direction., 
The secretary of stato has already 
made' the limited recommendations 
permitted by the act lor any one year/ 
and It Ib my hope that the bill Intro^; 
duced in tho house of representatives 
to carry out those recommendations 
wUl be favorably acted on by tho con- 
grosa during its present session. 

■ Dlplomancy a/Handmald of Commer- 
. clal Intercourse and Peace. 
Tho dlplomancy jof tho present ad- 
ministration has sought to respond 
to modern Ideas of commercial inter- 
course. This policy has been char- 
acterized as substituting dollars for 
.bullets, ' It Is one that appeals alike 

ito IdeallBtio humanitarian Behtlmctita. 
to. the dictates of sound policy and 



strategy, and to legitimate commercial 
alms. It is an effort frankly directed 
to the Incrpaso of American trade us>- 
on tho kxlomatlc principle that 
tho government of the United 
States shall extend all proper 
support to every legitimate and 
bcnonclal American enterprise abroad. 
How great have boon the resulta of 
this diplomacy, coupled with the max- 
imum and minimum provision of tho 
tariff law, will bo seen by some con- 
sideration of the wonderful Increase 
In the export trade of tho United 
States. Because modern diplomacy Is 
commercial, there ban boon a disposi- 
tion In some quarters to attribute to 
It none but materialistic alms. How 
strikingly erroneous Is such an Im- 
pression may bo seen from a study of 
the results by which the diplomacy 
of the United States can be Judged. 
Succeaaful Efforta In Promotion of 
Peace. 
In tho field of work toward tho 
ideals of peace this government ne- 
gotiated, but to my regret ^'as unable 
to consummato, two arbitration troa- 
tlea which set tho highest mark of 
tho aspiration of nations toward tho 
substitution of arbitration and reason 
for war In tho settlement of Interna- 
tional disputes. Through tho efforts 
of American diplomacy several wars 
have been prevented or ended. I re- 
fer to the BUcccBsful tripartite medi- 
ation of tho Argentine republic, Bra- 
zil, and the United States between 
Peru and Ecuador; the bringing of tho 
boundary dispute between Panama 
and Costa Ulca to peaceful arbitra- 
tion; tho staying of warlike prepara- 
tions when Haytl and tho Dominican 
republic were on the verge of bostlli- 
tles; the stopping of a war in Nicarag- 
ua; tho halting of Internecine strlfo 
in Honduras. Tho government of the 
United States was thanked for Its In- 
fiuence toward the restoration of amic- 
able relations between tho Argentine 
republic and Bolivia. Tho diplomacy 
of tho United States Is active In seek- 
ing to assuage the remaining Ill-feel- 
ing between this country and the Re- 
public of Colombia. In tho recent Civ- 
il war In China the United States suc- 
cessfully Joined with the other Inter- 
ested powers In urging an early ces- 
sation of hostilities. An agreement 
has been reached between the govern- 
ments of Chile and Peru whereby the 
celebrated Tacna-Arlca dispute, which 
has so long embittered International 
relations on the west coast of South 
America, has at last been adjusted, 
simultaneously came the news that 
the boundary dispute between Peru 
and Ecuador had entered upon a stage 
of amicable settlement The position 
of the United States In reference to 
the Tacna-Arlca dispute between 
Chile and Peru has been one of non- 
intervention, but one of friendly In- 
fluence and pacific counsel throughout 
the period during which the dispute 
In question has been tho Bubject of 
interchange of views between this 
government and the two governments 
Immediately concerned. In the gen- 
eral easing of International tension on 
the west coast of South America the 
tripartite mediation, to which I have 
referred, has been a most potent and 
beneficent factor. ' 

China. 
In China the policy of encouraging 
financial InvcBtment to enable that 
country to help Itself has had the re- 
sult of giving new life and practical 
application to tho ^ open-door policy. 
The consistent purpose of the present 
administration has been to encourage 
tho use of American capital In the 
development of China by the promo- 
tion of those essential reforms to 
which China Is pledged by treaties 
with the United States and other pow< 
ersj Tho hypothecation to foreign 
badkora In connection with certain In- 
dustrial enterprises, such as the Huku- 
anii railways, of the national reven- 
ues] upon which these reforms depend- 
ed, .led tho department of state early 
In tho^ administration to demand for 
Anibrlcan citizens participation in 
such enterprises. In order that tho 
United States might have equal rights 
and an equal voice In all questions 
pertaining to tho disposition of tho 
public revenues concerned. The same 
policy of promoting International he- 
cord among the powers having similar 
treaty rights as ourselves In tho mat- 
ters of reform, which could not be 
put Into practical effect without the 
common comment of all, was likewise 
adopted In tho case of the loan de- 
sired by China for the reform of Its 
currency, Tfie principle of Interna- 
tional co-operation in matters of com- 
mon interest upon which our policy 
hud already been based In all of the 
above Instances has admittedly 'been 
a great factor In that concert of the 
powers which has been bq happily 
conspicuous during tho' perilous period 
of transition through which- tho groat 
Chineso nation has been passmg. 
Central America Needa Our Help In 
Debt Adjustment. 
In Ceptral America tho aim has 
been to ^elp Buch countries as Nica- 
ragua and Honduras to help them- 
selves. They ure the, Immediate bene- 
ficiaries. The national benefit to the 
United States la two-fold. Flrat, it Is 
obvious that the Monroe doctrine Is 
more vital In the neighborhood of tho 
Panama canal' and tho zone of the 
Caribbean than anywhere else. There, 
aoo, tho maintenance of that dogtrlno 
falls most heavily upon tho United 
StatoB. It Is therefore ersentlal that 
tho countries within that sphere Bhall 
bo removed from the Jeopardy Involv- 
ed 1)y hea^vy foreign debt and chaotic 
national finances and from thb ever- 
present danger of International com* 
plications due to disorder at home. 
Hence tho United States haa been 
glad to encourage and support Ame^ 
loan b{inkors who were willing to lend 
a helping hand to tho financial ro- 
habtlltatlon of such coutrles because 
thiB llnanolnl rohabnitatlou and the 
protection of their custom houses from 
bolng the prey of woyJld-bo dictators 



would remove at ono stroke tho men- 
ace of foreign creditors and the men- 
ance of revolutionary disorder. 

The second advantage to the Unit- 
ed States Is ono affecting chlefiy all 
tho southern and gulf ports and the 
business and industry of the south. 
The republics of Central America and 
the Caribbean possess great natural 
wealth. They need only a measure of 
stability and the means of financial 
regonoratlon to enter upon an era of 
peace and prosperity, bringing profit 
and happiness to themselves and at 
tho samo tlmo creating conditions 
sure to load to a flourishing In: 
tcrchnngo of trade with this country. 
I wish to call your especial attention 
to tho recent occurrences In Nica- 
ragua, for I bcllovo tho terrible events 
recorded there during the revolution 
of tho past summer— tho useless' loss 
of life, tho devastatjon of property, 
the bombardment of defenseless cities, 
tho killing and wounding of women 
and children, the torturing of non- 
combatants to exact contributions, 
and the suffering of thousands of hu- 
man beings — might have been avert- 
ed had the department of state, 
through approval of tho loan conven- 
tion by the senate, boon permitted to 
carry out Its now well-developed policy 
of encouraging the extending of fi- 
nancial aid to weak Central American 
states with the primary objects of 
avoiding Just such revolutions by as- 
sisting those republics to rehablll- 
.tato their finances, to establish their 
"currency on n stable basis, to 7dmove 
tho custom houses from the danger 
of revolutions by arranging for their 
socuro administration, and to estab- 
lish reliable banks. 

During this last revolution In Nica- 
ragua, tho government of that repub- 
lic having admitted Its Inability to 
protect American Ufa and property 
against acts of sheer lawlessness on 
tho part of the malcontents, and hav- 
ing requested this government to as- 
sume that ofilco, it became neessary to 
land over 2,000 marines and bluejack- 
ets In Nicaragua. Owing to their 
presenco tho constituted government 
of Nicaragua was free to devote Its 
attention wholly to its internal trou- 
bles, and was thus'^enabled to stamp 
out tho rebellion in a short space of 
time. When tho Red Cross supplies 
sent to Granada had been exhausted. 
8.000 persons having been given food 
in ono day upon tho arrival of the 
American forces, our^ men supplied 
other unfortunate, needy Nicaraguans 
from their own haversacks. I wish to 
tongratulato tho offlccrs and men of 
the United States navy and marine 
corps who took part In re-establishing 
order in Nicaragua upon their splen- 
did conduct, and to record with sor- 
row the death of soven American ma- 
rines and bluoJacketB. Sinco tho 
ro-establlshment of peace and order, 
elections have been held amid condi- 
tions of quiet and tranquility. Nearly 
all the American marines have now 
been withdrawn. Th6 country should 
soon bo on the road to re<iovory. The 
only apparent danger now threatening 
Nicaragua arises from tho shortage 
of funds. Although^ American bankers 
have already rendered asslstanco, 
they may naturally be loath to ad- 
vance a loan adequate to set the coun- 
try upon Its feet without the support 
of some such convention as that of 
June, 1911, upon which tho senate has 
not yet acted. 

The president oUuded briefly to the 
enforcement of neutrality laws, to 
Secretary Knox's visit to Central 
America and to the unfortunate dis- 
turbances In Mexico. Continuing, the 
message said: 

Agricultural Credits. 
A most Important work, accom- 
plished In the past year by the Ameri- 
can diplomatic officers In Europe, Is 
the Investigation of the agricultural 
credit system In the European coun- 
tries. Both as a means to afford relief 
to tho consumers of this country 
through a moro thorough dovelop- 
ment of agricultural resources 'and as 
a means of more sufllclently maintain- 
ing tho agricultural population, tho 
project to establish credit facilities for 
the farmers is a concern of vital Im- 
portance to this nation. No evidence 
of prosperity among weli-eatabUshed 
farmers should blind us to the fact 
that lack of capital Is preventing a 
development of the nation's agricul- 
tural /rcsourcea aj?d an adequate In- 
crease of the land under cultivation: 
that agricultural production is fast 
falling behind tho Increaso In popula- 
tion; and' that, In fact,, although these 
well-established farmers are main- 
tained In Increasing prosperity be- 
cause of tho natural increase In popu- 
lation, wo are not developing tho In- 
dustry of agrlculfuro. We are not 
breeding In proportionate numbers a 
race of Independent and Independence- 
loving land owners, for a' lack of 
which no growth of cities can ccyu- 
pensate. Our farmers have, been our 
mainstay In times of crisis, and In 
future It must still largely be upon 
their stability and common sense that 
thla democracy .must rely to conserve 
Its' principles of self-government 

The need of capital which American 
farmers feel today had been experl- 
onood by the farmers of Europe, with 
ago. The problem had been auccess- 
thelr centurlesold farina, many years 
fully solved In the old world and It 
was evident that tho farmers of this 
country might profit by a study of 
their Bystems. I therefore ordered, 
through tho departm<^nt of state, an 
investigation to bo made by the diplo- 
matic ofilcers In Europe, and 1 have 
laid tho roBUlta of this Investigation 
boforo the governora -of the various 
states with the hope that they will 
be used to advantage In their forth- 
coming meeting. 

Increase of Foreign Trado, 

In my last annual mossago I aald 
that the flecal year ended June 30, 
1911, was noteworthy as marking tho 
highest record of exports of American 
products to foreign countries. Tho 



fiscal year 1912 shows that this rate 
of advance has boon maintained, the 
total domestic exports having a valu- 
ation approximately of $2,200,000,000, 
OS compared with a fraction over 
$2,000,000,000 tho previous year. It 
Is also significant that manufactured 
and partly manufactured articles con- 
tinue to be tho chl^f commodities form- 
ing the volume of our augmented ex- 
ports, the demands of our own people 
for consumption ref|uirlng that an In- 
creasing proportion of our abundant 
agricultural products be kept at home. 
In the fiscal year 1911 the oxporta of 
articles In the various stages of man- 
ufacture, not Including foodstuffs part- 
ly or wholly manufactured, amounted 
approximately to $907,500,000. In tho 
fiscal year 1912 the total was nearly 
$1.«)22.000,000, a gain of $114,000,000. 
Advantage of Maximum and Minimum 
Tariff Provialon. 
The importance which our manufac- 
tures have assumed in the commerce 
of tho world in compotltloa with the 
manufactures of other countrloa again 
draws attention to tho duty of this 
government to use Its utmost endeav- 
ors* to secure impartial treatment for 
American products in all markets. 
Healthy commercial rivalry In Inter- 
national Intercourse la best assured 
by the possession of proper means 
for protecting and promoting our 
foreign trade. It is natural that 
competitive countries should view 
with somo concern this steady 
expansion of our commerce. If In 
some Instances tho measure taken by 
them to meet it are not entirely equi- 
table, a remedy should bo found. In 
former messages I have described the 
negotiations of the department of 
state with foreign governments for tho 
adjustment of the maximum and min- 
imum tariff as provided In section 2 
of the tariff law of 1900. The advan- 
tages secured by tho adjustment of 
our trado relations under this law 
have continued during tho last year, 
and some additional cases of discrim- 
inatory treatment of which we had 
reason to complain havo been re- 
moved. Tho department of stato has 
for the first time In the history of 
this countr>' obtained substantial 
most-favored-natlon treatment from 
all the countries of tho world. There 
are. however, other instances which, 
while apparently not constituting un- 
due discrimination In the sense of 
section 2, are nevertheless exceptions 
to tho complete equity of tariff treat- 
ment for American products that tho 
department of stato consistently has 
sought to obtain for Am(.rlcan com- 
merce abroad. 

Necessity for Supplementary Leigsla- 
latlon. 
These developments confirm the 
opinion conveyed to you In my annual 
message of 19 U, that while the max- 
imum and minimum provision of the 
tariff law of 1909 has been fully Jus- 
llfiod by the success achieved In re- 
moving previously existing undue dls- 
crlminatlons agolnst American prod- 
ucts, yet experience has shown that 
this feature of the law should bo 
amended in such way as to prevent 
a fully effective means of meeting 
the varying degrees of discriminatory 
treatment of American commerce In 
foreign countries still encountered, as 
well as to protect against Injurious 
treatment on tho part of foreign gov- 
ernments, through either legislative 
of administrative measures, the finan- 
cial Interests abroad of American cit- 
izens whose enterprises enlarge the 
market for American commodltloes. 

I can not too strongly recommend 
to congress the passage of some such 
enabling measure ns the bill which 
was recommended by the secretary 
of state In his letter of December 13, 
1911. The object of tho proposed leg- 
islation Is, In brief, to en- 
able the executive to apply, 
as the case may require, to any 
or all commodities, whether or not on 
the free list from a country which 
discriminates against the United 
States, a graduated scale of duties 
up to the maximum of 25 per cent, ad 
valorem provided in the present law. 
Flat tariffs are out of date. M ' 

Special Claims Arbitration With Great 
Britain. 
The special agreement entered Into 
between the United States and Great 
Britain on August IS, 1910, for the ar^ 
bltratlon of outstanding pecuniary 
claims, a schedule of claims and tho 
terms of submission havo been agreed 
upon by the two governments, and to- 
gether with tho special agreement 
were approved by tho senato on July 
19,' 1911, but in accordance with the 
terms of the agreement they did not 
go Into effect until confirmed by the 
two governments' by an exchange of 
notes, which was done on April 20 
last. Negotiations aro still In prog- 
ress for a supplemental schedule of 
claims to be submitted to arbitration 
under this agreement, and meanwhile 
the necessary preparations for the ar- 
bitration of the claims Included In the 
first schedule have been Undertaken 
and are being carried on under the 
authority of an appropriation made for 
that purpose at tho last session of 
congress. . It Is anticipated that tho 
two governments will be prepared to 
call upon tho arbitration tribunal, es- 
tablished under thla agreement, to 
meet at Washington early next year 
to proceed with this arbitration. 

Fur Seal Treaty and Need for Amend- 
ment of Our Statute, 
Tho act adopted tt tho last session 
of CongreBB to give effect to tho fur- 
seal convention of July 1, 1911, bo- 
twoon Great Britain, Japan. Russia 
and the United States, provided for 
the suspension of all land killing of 
Beals on the Pribllof Islands for a pe- 
riod of five years, and an objection 
has now been presented to this pro- 
vision by the other parties In Inter- 
est, which raises the issuo as to 
whether or not this prohibition of land 
killing is inconsistent with the spirit, 
If not tho letter, of tho treaty stipu- 
lations*. The Justification for estal>: 
lishlng this close season depends, un- 



der tho terms of the convention, upon 
how far. If at all, It is necessary for 
protecting and preserving tho Araeri- 
ani fur-Rcal herd and for Increasing 
Us number. This Is a question re- 
quiring examination of the present 
condition of the herd and tho treat- 
ment which It needs In tho light oC 
actual experience and sclontlflc inves- 
tigation. A careful examination oC 
tho subject Is now being made, and 
this government will soon bo In pos* 
BCBslon of a considerable amount ot 
now information about tho American 
seal herd, which has been secured 
during the past season and will bo o( 
groat valuo in determining this qncs« 
tlon; and If It should appear that 
there Is any uncertainty as to tho 
real necessity for Imposing a closo 
eeason at this tlmo, I shall tako 
an early opportunity to addresa 
a speciol mesBoge to congress on thi* 
subject. In the belief that thla govem* 
ment should yield on this point rather 
than give tho slightest ground for tha 
charge that wo have been In any war 
remiss in observing our treaty obliga- 
tions. 

Final Settlement of North Atlantis 
FisherlcB Dispute. 
On tho 20th of July last an agrco- 
ment was concluded between tho 
United States and Great Britain 
adopting, with certain modlfica^ 
tlons, the rules and method ol 
procedure recommended In tha 
award rendered by tho North AUantlo 
Coast Fisheries Arbitration Tribunal 
on September 7, 1910. for tho aottlo- 
ment hereafter. In accordance with 
the principles laid down In tfio award, 
of questions arising with reference to 
the exerclBo of tho American fishing 
liberties under Article I of tho treaty 
of October 20. 1818. between th« 
United States and Great Britain. This 
agreement received tho approval oC 
the senate on August 1 and was for- 
mally ratified by tho two governments 
on November 15 lost Tho rules and 
a method of procedure embodied la 
the award provided for dotermlnlnff 
by on Impartial tribunal the reason* 
ableness of any new fishery regula- 
tions on the treaty coasts of New- 
foundland and Canada before such 
regulations could be enforced against 
American fishermen exercising tbeir 
treaty liberties on those coasts, and 
also for determining tho delimitation 
of bays on such coasts more than 10 
miles wide, In accordance with tho 
definition adopted by the tribunal of 
the meaning of the word "bays" as 
used in the treaty. 

Imperial Valley and Mexico. 
In order to make possible the mora 
effective performance of the work neo-. 
essary for the confinement in their 
present channel of the waters of tho 
lower Colorado river, and thus to pro- 
tect the people of tho Imperial Val- 
ley, as well as In order to reach with, 
the govemm«it of Mexico an under-, 
standing regarding the distribution ot 
the waters of the Colorado river. In 
which both governments are much 
Interested, negotiations are going for- 
ward with a view to tho establish- 
ment of a preliminary Colorado river 
commission, which shall have tho 
powers necessary to enable It to do 
tho needful work and with authority 
to study tho question of tho equltablo 
distribution of tho waters. There la 
every reason to believe that on un- 
derstanding upon this point wfil ba 
regtched and that an agreement will 
be 'signed In the near future. 

The message told what the govern- 
ment has dono In connection with the 
Balkan war and In placing the gov- 
ernment of Liberia In position to pay 
its debts. The new condition of af- 
fairs in China was set forth, and 
then our relations with Central and 
South American governments were 
set forth In more detail. It concluded 
as follows: 

Congress should fully realize tho 
conditions which obtain In tho world 
as we find ourselves at the threshold 
of our middle ago as a nation. Wo 
have emerged full grown as a peer la 
the great concourse of nations. We 
have passed through various forma- 
tive periods. Wo havo been self-cen- 
tered In the struggle to develop our 
domestic resources and deal with our 
domestic questions. The nation la 
now too mature to continue In Us for- 
eign relations those temporary expe- 
dients natural to a people to whom do- 
mestic affairs are the solo concern. 
In tho past our diplomacy haa often 
consisted. In normal times, In a mero 
assertion of the right to international 
existence. Wo aro now In a larger 
relation with broader rights of our 
own and obligations to others than 
ourselves. A number of great guid- 
ing principles were laid down early la 
tho history of this government Thoi 
recent task of our diplomacy has been 
to adjust those principles to tho con- 
ditions of today, to develop their corol- 
larloB. to find practical applicatlona oC 
the old principles expanded to meet 
new situations. Thus aro being 
evolved bases upon which can rest 
the superstructure of pollcIoB which 
must grow with tho destined progreaa 
of this nation. The aucceBsful con- 
duct of our foreign relations demands 
a broad and o modem view. Wo can 
not meet new questions nor buUd for 
tho future If wo confine oursolvea to 
outworn dogmas of the post and to 
the perspective appropriate at our 
omergenco from colonial times and 
conditions.' The opening of tho Pana- 
ma canal will mark a new era In.oiis 
International life and create new and 
world-wldo condltlona which, wlOi 
their vast correlations and conso* 
quences, will obtain for hundreds at 
years to come. Wo mRst not wait for 
events to overtake ua unawares. Witt- 
continuity of purpoBO w© must deal 
with the problemB of our external re- 
lations by a diplomacy modem, re- 
Bourooful, magnanimous, and fittingly 
oxpreaslvo of tho high Ideals '.ot s 
great nation.

'three to eight Inchoa long, and guilty

the moat convenient channels. 

Thero are two distinct species, one 
'cel-liko in appearance, blunt-hended 
i&nd amooth-bodled, tho other armed 
rwlth a sharp, bony anout. two to three 
finches In length, awallow-tailed, and 
covered from snout to tall by small 
fbarba. It la particularly attracted by 
!the human body. Into which It dlvea 
suddenly and with ^eat force, pro- 
ducing a shock somewhat akin to a 
powerful electric dlachargo. 

In the case of both types a serlouB 
surgical operation Is Involved; but In 
the case of the BenI variety the more 
the flsh or tho victim wriggles tho far- 
ther tho fish penetrates— and It can- 
not get back. It frequently causes

bloodsucker, and can be easily caught 
with a lump of raw meat. Into which 
It dives in a much similar way — the 
proboscis being probably its usuat 
means of securing blood.

Tunnel Made by Overflow of Molten 

Rock DIncharoed by Mount

says the I^ndon Field. Throe miles 
out beds of lava begin to bo encoun- 
tered on every hand. Jt Is 30 years 
since the flow ccaBeOf and vegeta- 
tion Is now beginning to cover tho 
area of destruction. . The route fol- 
lows tho edge of tho lava beds for 
a distance of about 20 minutes' walk, 
and then turns across tho scattered 
array of hummocks to where, a hun- 
dred yards further on, Is the entrance 
to the cave or tunnel. Tho view from 
this point Is extensive and varied. 
There la, tho blue expanse of tho Pa- 
cific, perhaps dotted with vessels ma- 
king for tho harbor, or Japanese "pow- 
er" sampans returning from a night's 
fishing. Tho smoko to the right as- 
cends from Kllauca's mighty crater, 
and tho scene is completed leftwards 
by the snow-capped summit of Mauna 
Ken. But tho special object of the 
trip Is to SCO what Ilea below. Tho 
storekeeper who lives near will sup- 
ply rough-and-ready torches for Ave 
cents ^ each, and no farther outfit Is 
really required for tho trip under- 
ground, though there are some dain- 
ty mortals who bring a suit of over- 
nUs. Tho torches are Joints of ham> 
boo filled with oU, In which la a prim. 
Itlvo wick, and they prove most effec- 
tive. The opening to the tunnel Is 
shrouded by a thicket of scrub. A 
wooden ladder leads down to the floor, 
a distance of perhaps 25 feet Bows 
of diminutive stalactitea hang from 
tho roof.' guttering In their youth, for 
they aro' hardly more than 20 years 
old and In tho formative stage. Tho 
sides ot tho paBsago aro smooth and 
sometimes damp, hut tho floor Is 
scored and rough. 

A distance of three miles can be 
covered with tho^ help of tho torch, 
but care Is needed where tho tree 
roots thrust themselves through tho 
roof of the tunnel. The presence of 
these pendant rooU Indicates that tho 
surface of tho lava bed Is only a few 
feet above, and judicious blasting 
would usefully provide another en- 
trance near the beautiful Rainbow 
FaUs. In places crawling has to bo 
resorted to. but a fow strokes of a 
pickax would doubtless remove tho 
necessity for even stooping.

Certain orgunlzatlonB among the 
€tU(lflnt8 of tho rural Hchool, oBpecial- 
Jy tlio rural high school, may Include 
jyoung people not in tho school and 
jthUB have a far-renchlng influonco on 
|the social and educational Ufo of tho 
-community. For instance, tho boys' 
•corn club or the girls* homo science 
■club, which every active high school 
should organize, may liicludo young 
jpeople not In school and bo a valuable 
ImeanB of social and educational im- 
■provemont to thera. Tho organiza- 
tion of boys' and girls' agriculture 
clubs is 80 slmplo and so universally 
dono that It Is not necessary here to 
give details of euggcstlonB as to or- 
gnnizatlonfl. Sufllco ' it to say that 
«vcry rural high school should have 
active agricultural clubs among its 
atudonts. 

It should be posslblo in rural high 
schools to organize various musical 
clubs — bauds, orchestras, glee clubs. 
<]horU80B, etc. — to enliven tho work 
of tho whole school and to furnish 
TnUBlc for ^he functions undertaken 
"by tho school In tho community work. 
One rural high schbol that the writor 
knows of had a gleo club which gavo 
concerts throughout the countryi in 
rural churches and village halls. Tho 
cood results of such community work 
can hardly bo ovcrcBtlmated. 

Another community activity often 
'posslblo In tho rural hlgl^ Bchool 1b 
amateur journalism. A school paper, 
j)ubllshed weekly or monthly, going 
Into nli the homes of tho patrons, fur- 
nishes a splendid avenue through 
which the principal nud tho school 
may touch In a constnictlvo way tho 
lifo of the whole community^ Thero 
may bo school news, agricultural con* 
IrihutionB, bulletins of nnnounce- 
-TOonta, educational policies and llter- 
lary productions in tho make-up of a 
Bchool paper.

Tho object of corn Judging Is to de- 
termine tho com of tho highest qual- 
tty either for feeding or market and 
"Which Is consequently tho most proflt- 
. able to grow. 

Tho study of these desirable charac- 
teristics la a comparative rather than 
on Individual study and has led to tho 
formulation of these general points In 
a so-called score card or standard 
Bcalo of points. As the result of care- 
ful study this standard of perfection 
lias been improved and carefully re- 
vised by tho Illinois Corn Qrowors* 
association, giving tho different points 
of an ear of corn and their proper de- 
gree' of importance. 

Tho uao of tho score card or stand- 
ard of perfection has boon adopted as 
the best method of comparing sam- 
ples of corn and Ib Invaluable as a 
euldo to the Judge or student of corn 
Judging In keeping In mind a proper 
estimate of the proportional Import- 



Tho principal^ should make use of 
the local country papers In promoting 
the educational Interests of tho com- 
munity. ' 

An art exhibit at the school la an 
activity in which tho whole com- 
munity may bo profited. There ore 
several art supply houses which will 
Bend out to reliable guarantors splen- 
did collections of reprints of famous 
paintings. These pictures may bo ex- 
hibited in the school building, along 
with tho handwork, drawing and oth- 
er art work of the high school stu- 
dents. A small admission charge 
may. be made and money . enough 
raised to purchase a good, picture for 
tho school. Often several pictures 
will bo sold to tho patrons of tho 
community, nnd tho whole result of the 
exhibit will bo of permanent educa- 
tional value in raising art standards 
and the appreciation of good pictures. 



Work for Rural Schools. 

Prof. A. W. Nolan of the agricul- 
tural extension department of the Unl* 
vorslty of Illinois was once tho prin- 
cipal of a rdral high school. This 
high school was somewhat different 
from a great many rural high schools 
for there was something doing all tho 
time, there. They hail Arbor day cele- 
brations, and farm product days; they 
formed country, life library associa- 
tions, library sdcletlcs, and teachers' 
organizations. They had lecture 
courses and athletic meets and play 
festivals and farmers* picnics, and did 
all manner of agricultural extension 
work. * 

Tho things that they did can bo 
done again and if your community 
lacks something there might bo a Bup- 
gestlon for you in the booklet, •'Com- 
munity Work of tho Rural High 
School," which Profeasor Nolan wrote 
and tho extension department of, the 
college of agriculture has Just pub- 
lished. It is sent free.

The following Is the score card of 
tho Illinois Corn Growers' association 
as revised and adopted, by that asso- 
ciation January 25, 1011. 

Tho form indicated Is a convenient 
arrangement for Judging and studying 
Individual samples of corn and pro- 
vides for (1) Judging a samplo, mark- 
ing the score in tho column headed 
"first score;" then cover this scoro 
over and do not refer to It; (2) re- 
score sample, marking tho scoro In 
the column headed "second score." 
By comparing thoao scorea a careful 
study may bo mado and a corrected 
and final score put down, 

Tho scoro card can not be used In 
an absolutely mathematical sense. No 
set rules can bo given; It Is largely 
a matter of tho exercise of good sound 
Judgment and patient practtcq on tho 
part of tho scorer. "Where tho num- 
ber of points to. bo cut is noti fixed by 
rules for Judging, such as circumfer- 
ence, length, etc., the cut made should 
bo according to tho dcgrco of variance 
of each oar from valuo df tho perfect 
car flxed by standard^

City of Munich Is Loved by Peo- 
ple for Itself Aioner 



Even Americans Foci at Home and 

Apo Not Stared at as Thouflh 

They Were Curiosities — 

Noted Academy IHere. 

Munich.— In oldon days when tho 
people of Munich wero starving liw 
angel, dlBBulsed as n llttlo child and 
dressed In the yoliow nnd black garb 
of a monk, camo down from honvon to 
help the' people. Even to this day this 
littlo child, tho Munchonor Kinder, has 
boon tho aymbol of tho Munich people, 
and Instills Into them tho true cosenco 
of peace and lyipplncBS. Dut It caalB 
a magic hand over ovory stranger that 
enters Us gatoB. 

Munich has the faculty of Bpolllng 
alt other places In tho world for thoao 
who have onco lived there. It Is not 
beautiful like . Vienna, nor gay llko 
Paris, nor plcturesquo like Rothon- 
berg, but It Is Just Munich, and Is 
loved for Itself alone. 

Tho cold unsentimental nirthern 
Qormana stylo Munich the "City of 
.Beer and Art," but what does tho stiff 
Berliner know about happiness, or a 
cold Hanovern know about content- 
ment, or a freezing Hamburger know 
about sentiment? Munich has been 
called the city of happiness. 

Hero you can livo and bo ^ouroBlf 
and no one makes a comment. If 
you nro a rank pesslmlflt tho Mun- 
chonor will not try to reform you, or 
if you nro a gay optimist the Munchon- 
er will not atnro at you; even Ameri- 
cana are not picked out ns curlositlea 
In Munich. 

Perhaps the wido streeta and spa- 
cIouB buildings of Munich have some- 
thing to do with tho freedom of 
thought of Its people. There Is no 
crnmpDd-up feeling here, that is so 
charactorlstlc of moat cities. Ludwig- 
BtraHBO Is one of the moat Imposing 
streets In tho world. It runs from tho 
village of Schwnbing, a broad straight 
street, and lined with beautiful mas- 
sive buildings, down Into tho center 
of town, and Is terminated by a build- 
Ing that la a copy of the Loggia at 
Franco. In a way It Is more beautiful 
than tho original, for It la raised from 
the ground and looks more Imposing. 
Every Sunday morning tho city band 
plays here and tho people gather along 
Ludwigstraaao to liaten to the music 

Such happiness these people get 
from simple pleasures every after- 
noon. The same band plays In tho 
Hofgarten and tho park Is packed witb 
people who stop their work to feed 
their souls. Some parade back and

forth, whllo others Bit at the tables 
along tho sides and sip Ices and cof- 
fee. 

But beneath all this apparent Idle- 
ness and plensuro loving, Munich Is 
a very busy place. It Is the very "heart 
of young artistic Germany, nnd tho 
great, revolutions that have taken 
place In newspaper and journallstlo 
art have como direct from here, tho 
homo of the Jugcnd, tho Simpilclaai- 
mus and other weekly, papers. Thoao 
magazinea have Introduced impre&< 
sionism to our English and American 
papers,- but even stlU a Munchener 
artist can tell a story In one lino, for 
which an Englishman muat uao ten. 

Tho Munich academy Is tho second 
best In tho world ond has sont forth 
such men as Wlltinm Chase, Frank 
Duveneck and Martin Solssor. If you 
nak n Munchonor who was the most 
Important man In the world, tho an-

TO TUNNEL UNDER CHANNEL 



Long-Delayed France-Engllsfj Project 

is Once More Being Put 

Forward. 

A tunnel between England and 
Franco benoath the English channel 
waa first proposed at tho beginning 
of tho ninetoonth century by Mathlou, 
a French mining engineer, anys the 
Argonaut. Fifty years later tho 
scheme was financed, but It was not 
until 1S67 that It Bcemcd that tho 
project would bo actually attempted. 
At that time there were a dozen or 
more plans for rail communication 
between' tho two countries. Tho nc- 
coptod Bchomo was that of a tunnel 
bored beneath tho lied of tho channel. 
Tho estimated cost of tho undertak- 
ing was about |G0,000,000. Prelimi- 
nary boring had been made, when the 
work was Interrupted by tho Franco- 
Prussian war. In, 1871 tho FYench 
nnd English governments rceumod ne- 
gotiations concerning tho tunnel, 
leaving the matter In tho hands of a 
Joint commission. Failure on tho 
part of ifho EngllBh company holding 
tho contract for tho work to receive 
Bulllclcnt funds resulted In the fall- 
uro of tho enterprlBO In 1880- Now 
tho project Is receiving aomo atten- 
tion, a better feeling having been cs- 
tabllshod betwoea tho pcoplo of tho 
two countries.
